1. This memorandum is submitted for your information in accordance with 
the reference request for an annual report from the committee. This report 
summarizes action on several of the sixteen proposals considered by the committee 
during 1975. Our deliberations resulted in six recommendations for regulatory 
change and four against adaption. The following are examples of those by 

the committee. 



c. Layette Allowance: The committee recommended that an air freight 
shi pment oF clothing and equipment be allowed when dependent x 1 A 
children are bom at posts where suitable layettes are unobtainable. 



©• Travel of Candidates for Employment : The coinmittae recommended 
that* * invi tees* 1 be reimbursed for subsistence on an actual expense 
basis not to exceed maximum CONUS per diem. 
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f . Special Air Freight Allowances : The committee declined to 
recbmemT that ass ignees to unaccompanied tours abroad be allowed 
to ship additional air freight weight in place of their usual 
shipping allowances. 

g. Travel Expense Reimbursement : The conraittee concurred in notices 
announciing 'tlie legal changes’ in subsistence and mileage rates per 
GSA. temporary amendments. 

2. flatters currently being considered by the committee include the 
following : 

a. Car Rentals : The committee is considering a proposed headquarters 
notice intended to establish uniform Agency policy and to achieve 
cost savings. 

b. Travel Expense Reimbursement : The committee is monitoring the 
recurrent CCA rule changes and intends to propose permanent revisions 
of regulations after tlie tenpsraxy amendments are completed. 

c. Cancelled/Aptended Travel Order Reimburseront : The comittee is 
reviewing the subject to determine what lands of expenses properly 
are payable when PCS travel orders are cancelled or amended. 

d. Travel on American Airlines : The cojianittee is concurring in revision 
proposal's to emphasize' travel requirements via American airlines per 
recent law and GAD 
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
